Gentlemen, 
Following the instructions as laid down in +h 
Ministry of Health's Circulars Nos.1961 and 2067 dated 16th 
February, 1940 and 19th July, 1940 respectively, I have given 
only the essontial facts in this, my fourth Annual Report to 
you, for the year 1959, 
The diphtheria epidemic of 1956 continvcd during 
the greator part of the year, resulting in fourtcen acaths. 
Most cases notified wore of the "Gravis" typo. The cpidemis 
has left two serious problems to be considercd mamoly, (anenoine 
urgent necessity for an isolation hospital and (eo mamoe licou 
response from parcnts for the immunisation of their children 
against this discasc. 
(a) The necessary Act of Parliamcnt for the provision of 
a Mid-Staffordshire Isolation Hospital was passed 
during the year and it is to bo regretted if war 
conditions forbid the building of such an cssential 
institution for thiis district as well as for 
neighbouring Authorities, The difficultics cxporicnced 
in the past in admitting cases of infectious discasc 
from this area to an isolation hospital will oo 
aggravated by the war conditions, It will be incumbent 
upon this Authority to provide hospital accomsodation 
for any infectious discase requiring hospital: sation 
not only amongst its own vopulation bus also amongst 
any cVvacuccs received into the arca as woil as nombcrs 
of His Majesty's Forces wao may be oiiictcd in the 
district, Thus a scvere ousbreak of an infoctious discaso 


in this area requiring hospitalisation wiil couso a gravo 
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situatione At prosont, casos admitted to ncoighbouring 
Isolation Hospitals arc thoso of Scarlet Fover and 
Diphthoria. It is almost impossible to get any other 
type of infectious discasc aceccptcd as was cxpcericnecd 
in 1937 with two cases of Dysontorye No agrccmont 

exists with anothor Authority for admission of infcctious 
casos. At tho timo of writing this rcport, ncighbouring 
hospital Authoritics were approached with the viow of 
forming such an agreement, but none wore agrecable as 
they required their limitcd accormodation for thoir own 
cascse Tho possibility of loss of availablo accommodation 
through cnemy action should also be borne in mind, 

(b) Parcnts can co-operate to allay the situation with 
rogards to diphtheria by having their children immuniscde 
Over 70 por cont of the chiidron in this arca have not 
boon inmuniscd. Tho parconts of those children by 
consonting to immunisation would rcducc hospital costs, 
{which were tho highest cvcr rocordod) thus boncfiting 
by a reduction in ratcos as wcll as saving the lives of 
their own childrone Unfortunatcly tho profound apathy 
of somo parcnts is rouscd only when their children aro 
scriously ill. 

Tho oxisting state of hostilitics has retarded the exccllcnt 
progress made in the housing probloms but supervision of housing 
conditions will be carricd on as beforc,. Property owners must 
realise that though ccrtain proccdures regarding houses in disropair 
have beon suspended, powers still cxist for doaling with those who 
do not kecp thcir properties in good condition. ~T hope they will 
co-operate with the Council in kccping propertics in good condition 
although they may mcet with some difficultics in cariying out 
extensive repairs. Inmedinto rvpairs to minor fuults oftcn save 
propertics from becoming worse when more cxtensive and costly 
repairs will be necessary. It is to de hoped that close co-operation 
will exist betwecn them and this department and advice or assistanec 
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Maternal mortality is still too high though less than 
for tho previous two yearse Thor birthe sawce or V6.6 ais) the 
lowcost on record apart from 1955, when it was 15.6, 

Infant Mortality Rate is higher than the previous two 
yoars but the avorage for the last three years is the lowest 
on record for any previous succcssive three yearse 

Air Raid Precautions have taken up a considerable 
time of the Staff but the Routine Medical Services have been 
carried out with as little interference as possible. As another 
year is almost at an cnd and past records are of less importance 
than the present regarding Civil Defence, I have given in my 
report the position of the Medical AeR»P. Scrvices in this area 
as they are at present. The indirect method of obtaining the 
nocessary cquipment and of carrying out schemes by approaching 
various Authorities and awaiting thcir consent, etce, has caused 
much dclay in rcaching a high degree of cfficiency. 

I thank you, Mr. Chairman and Members of the Council 
for your support given throughout the ycar. 

I wish to express my thanks and gratitude to mombors of 
my Staff including Mr. Turner and his Staff, for their loyal 
co-operation. The General Practitioners in this area as woll 
as the Nurses, both District Nurses and Midwives, have also 
worked in close co-operation and harmony with my department, and 
my thanks are duc to them as well as Inspectors of the NeSePe ele 


who have given invaluable help throughout the year.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES, MEAT SHOPS AND MEAT VANS. 


There are 26 Licensed Slaughter-Houses in the 
district. There arc 17 Slaugkhter-houses which were registered 
previous to the Food and Drugs Act, 1938 coming into force. 
hese Have now been Licensed, 


Certain Slaughter~houses are very old and the 
facilities for slaughtering are not up to the standard of 
the more recently erected slaughter=houses. The whole of the 
slaughterhouses are kept in a clean gnd wholesome condition; 
All butchers have an electric refrigerator which are inspected 
very frequently and they have been found to be in a good and 
clean condition. 


There are two markcts in this area, one at Cannock 
on Tuesdays, Fridays and Saturdays; and one at Hednesford on 
Saturdays only. PM MneauvOr Ouler) TOoGs) exposed) forsale: in 
these markets is inspected each market day, the majority of the 
meat sold in these markets is brought from abattoirs of 
adjoining towns, The meat stalls and utensils are inspected 
each market day and are found to be kept in a cleam condition, 
All bones and trimmings are removed at the close of each 
market day.s

During the year, 73 samples of milk were taken 
and in 22 cases the milk proved to be ‘msatisfactorye 

In these cases further sampics of milk have been taken 
and the producers have been advised. It often proves 
that the second sample turns out satisfactorye 


At several cowsheds improvements have been made 
to the floors and windows; two new cowsheds were erected 
during the year and these were provided with up to date 
fittings as regards stands and water bowls. 
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The producers are now taking more interest in 
the provision of steam sterilizing outfits, and at three 
farms the work of providing these is actually in hand.

Visits are made on Sundays to the various shops which 
arc known to be open, and the siisp~kcepings have been requested 
to provide the necessary notices stating what articles can 
be sold on Sundays, A check is kept o7 all premises where 
young persons are employed as regards working hours and the 
exhibition of the notices setting out the hours to be worked, 


The work in the Department has progressed in a very 
satisfactory manner, During the year the two Clerks in the 
Department joined His Majesty's Forces. One new clerk was
